A SPANISH OUTRAGE ! 


An American Veaael 1« Seised and 
Ontrayeonsly Treated by Che 
Antboritiea at Spain. 


PHILADEIIPHIA, Dec. 27.—The brigan- 
tine Josefa, which arrived at this port 
Tuesday from Montego bay, Jamaica, 
brings the news of an outrage suffered 
by that vessel at the hands of the Span- 
ish government. 
While discharging a 
cargo on her outward trip from New 
York to Arroyo, Porto Rico, the Spanish 
custom officials discovered that twenty 
packages of cornstarch, 
which were 
marked on the vessel's manifest, were 
missing. 


After an extended search, the goods 
could not be found and the vessel was 
seized by the Spanish authorities, who 
held her until a fine of $4,000 was 
paid, although the value of the goods, in 
question, did not exceed $20. 
The mas- 
ter and crew were forced to suffer many 
indignities at the hands of the governor 
of the island and the officials under his 
authority.

It is known that bmnches 
were formed at Lafayette,

Hurst, said to be a man of doubtful 
reputation, was made the local agent of 
Marion association, and it was not long 
till he was caught in rascally transac- 
tions. 
When he was exposed Shaw 
went to Marion aud denounced him as 
a swindler, and offered to give .S50 to 
assist in prosecuting him. Shaw quieted 
the suspicions of the stockholders by 
telling them that they could either go 
ahead and pay out, or by filing notice of 
withdrawal, they could recover their 
meaiey after a certain time. 
He suc- 
ceeded so well in restoring confidence 
that the Marion stockholders decided to 
continue their payments, but the Fair- 
mount people became 
alarmed and 
withdrew. 
The Marion association was 
organized last July. 
The stockholders 
numbered seventy, and they sent to 
Chicago about $700. 
The 
Fairmount 
people contributed 8200 before they sus- 
pected that the association was a fraud. 


The operations of the scoundrels in 
Chicago were more extensive and it is 
disclosed that the bonds of the officers 
of the various associations are entirely 
worthless. 


The exposures are timely and should 
spur an investigation of the building 
and loan associations all along the line. 


The institutions are mutually profit- 
able to subscriber aud boiTower if 
honestly handled and the way to insure 
success IS to see that they are in honest 
hands.

cial ])reciess corresponding to putritica- 
tion. 
"Having informed him of tfe 
object 
of 
oar 
visit." 
he writes, 
•*! said to the profes.sor: 
'Such won- 
derful thiijgs have been related of you 
¿hat it is hard for mo to believe them. 
I was told that you metallize human 
bodies. 
Evidently what was 
meant 
was that you cover them with a coat of 
metal by galvanoplasty.' 
'Oh. no;' re- 
plied Motta. 
'Not at all! I do not ap- 
ply a covering; I substitute true metal 
for the oi^anic matter; in a word. J 
metallize in the fullest sense of th< 
term. 
You may eonvinoe yourself per 
sonally of the truth of my assertion. 
May I request the gentleman to walk 
into my atelier ?' 
The scientist led us 
into the adjoining room and showed ua 
his preparations. 
On a pedestal stood a 
laagnificent bust of a female made of 
a copper-colored metal. 
The finest 
wrinkles and veins on the neck and 
hands were reproduced with wonder- 
ful minuteness. 
Motta informed us 
that the bust was made from a cor|)8€ 
which he had secured with indescriba- 
ble difficulty. Aa we examined this bust, 
which looked as though it had just left 
the workshop of a great artist, the pro- 
fessor delivered a long lecture on the 
disadvantages of galvanoplasty, which

the organic substance and rejuace it bj 
a similarly shaj^ed mass of metal. Here, 
for example, I have the arm of a chiip 
which I am just now preparing. 
The 
scientist ])roduced from a closet the arm 
of a child which had been cut off at the 
shoulder. 
Tlirougli the whole lengtl: 
j of it i^assed tine copjjer wires, whicl 
I protruded at the linger tips. 
'A portior 
' of the orgMiic matter has - already beer 
j destroyed,' he continued. 
'By mean» 
j of a chemical ijreparation, which is mj 
! secret, I solidify the arm without in anj 
j way altering its shape. 
Then I place 
j the object in a metal bath and pass a 
j strong electric cuiTent through the cop- 
per wires. 
Skin, bones, tiesh^ fibers 
gradually disajipear and are replaced bj 
exactly similar metallic deposits. Wheu 
the process is completed, I have a metal 
arm which in its cross and longitudinal 
sections presents identically the same 
configuration as an arm of flesh and 
bone.'" . Prof. Motta then showed the 
writer a number of similarly metallized 
heads of men and children, one ol 
wkich had been sawed across, so that 
he could convince himself that the whole 
had been metallized. 
Motta lived and 
died in ]K)verty, and carried the secret 
of his discovery into his grave.— 'Nevi

1. Short-sightédness. The fendent^ 
of this defect is to increase, and, later in 
iife, to restilt ia serious ocular disease, 
although to hundreds of thousands of 
persons it is little more than an incon- 
venience, and not a growing one. 
D 
generally begins in childhood, and ia 
due, when not inherited, to keeping the 
eyes too near the printed page in read- 
ing and study. 


A deficient light strengthens this ten- 
dency, but children fall into the habit 
apart from the matter of light. Parents 
and teachers should look after it. 
Al- 
ready our modem school system haa 
given this defect to a large portion oi 


. our population ; and as short-sightednesa 
in the parent increases the tendency to 
it in the children, we may expect it, in 
time, to. become general, unless the evil 
is carefully guarded against. 


The eyes of all school-children should 
be tested, and special pains be taken tc 
have the short-sighted hold their eye? 
as far from the book as is compatibk 
with distinct vision. 
They should also 
put on glasses as soon as a decided de- 
fect appears. 


2. Astigmatism. 
This is bom with 
the person. 
The curvatures of the lens 
of the eyes, especially the horizontal 
and perpendicular, do 'not harmonize 
with each other. 
There is indistinct 
vision, and it is niit improved by bring- 
ing the object nearer to the eye. 
There 
is also pain and weaiiness in the eye 
from the constant strain. 
It can gener- 
ally be corrected by the proper glass. 


3. Weakness of the ocular muscles 
This may4)e due to the causes already 
mentioned, or it may be independent ol 
them ; but whatever the cause, it givei 
rise not only to a distressing fatigue oJ 
the eye, but to severe neuralgic head 
aches. 
In the case of .such headaches, 
it may be deszraJ)le to have the eyes 
duly tested. 
In all cases, one with any 
ocular weakness should frequently re 
lieve the eye of its strain by simply 
looking, for a moment or two, away 
from the book to the further part of the 
room. 


4. 
Ophthalmia. 
This is an inflam- 
mation of the membrane that lines th« 
lid of the eye, and covers the globe. 
The inflammation may be due to a aim 
pie cold, in >itjiich case there ia a free 
discharge of mucu.s. 


But ophthalmia is often of a very con- 
tagious character. 
Li these cases, the 
mucus is purulent, i. e., contains pus. 
It is veiy dangerous, as it may result in 
total blindness. 


It is found mainiy among those whos€ 
hygienic surrountlings are bad; bui 
these may affect half the school. 
Sim- 
ple opthalmia may run into It either by 
aggiavation or inoculation.

measures should be adojjted against it.

Here and there, but rarely, perhaps, 
in one amid 100 tortoise mounds, we 
find the place where the reptile entered 
the groiind. 
This opening is at once 
seen to be quite se] .arate in character 
from the mounds which first attract the 
eye. 
It consists of a clearly defined 
tunnel, the sides commonly somewhat 
smootli and compacted by the energy 
with wliich the body of the creature had 
b«fin driven through it. 
The passage 
mclines steeply downward, descending 
at the outset at an angle of from twenty 
to thirty degrees, then turning at the 
depth of two or three feet to a more 
horizontal position. 
On the surface, a 
little beyond this entrance, w a heap 
of debris, which consists of the sand 
taken from the passage. 
A few feet in 
from the opening the passage appears to 
be closed by loose material which was 
not ejected from the mouth of the tun- 
nel. 
Although I have V)een unable to 
catch these tortoises at work, I have suc- 
ceeded by tolerably safe inferences in 
tracing theii' 
method of 
operation. 
When they begin the burrow they en- 
deavor at once to penetrate downward 
to the level in which they obtain their 
food. At the outset they manage, by 
frequently backing out of the passage 
and thrusting the earth behind them in 
their retreat, to clear a considerable 
opening. 
When they have advanced a 
few feet in the excavation they cease to 
discharge the material excavated in their 
advance, but thrust it behind tiiem and 
leave it lying in the chamber, which it 
entirely closes. 
With the storage-room 
provided, the gophers are able to ad- 
vance 
through 
the earth 
for the 
distance 
of 
some 
yards; 
but 
as

earth compacted 
by 
its 
own weight, by the preasnre exer- 
cised through the expansion of roots, 
and the action of the rain, occupies less 
space than the same material loosened 
in the progress of the burrow, they soon 
become hampered in their movements.
